DETAILED ACTION 

Election of Claims 1,5,7-10 with traverse is acknowledged. Applicant argues that the 
Undersigned did not include reference to Figures 1-4,15-17. However, the designations listed on 
p, 2 of the Restriction mailed 8-6-04 is both clear and accurate in regard to distinguishing 
between the several claimed embodiments. Those designations provided for both the relevant 
figure and claim numbers which provide for the several claimed embodiments. Reference to 
additional figures that do not reach the nexus of the restriction is not necessary. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Saito et al make reference (col. 1, lines 14-21, 33-40) gathering data on injection 
time, measuring time and molding cycles for graphic display. However, Saito does not provide 
for any manner in which the data is displayed. 

As to claim 1, note was made of the combination of "with a first axis representing time, a 
second axis representing said variable and a third axis representing the number of molding 
cycles" (last three lines) in combination with remaining claim limitations of the claim. It was 
noted how the claimed invention solves a problem solved in the prior art (the Japanese Patent 
Application Numbers 2-26724 and 2002-273773) as described in the written specification on 
page 2, last line, and continuing on to p. 3, second paragraph. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 2 to 4, 
drawn to an invention non-elected with traverse in the reply filed on 9-23-04. Applicant is given 
TWO MONTHS to cancel the noted claims or take other appropriate action (37 CFR 1. 144). 
The prosecution of this case is closed except for consideration of the above matter.
